Board m et in regular w eekly session at its 
Second-stree: room s this afternoon, P resi­ 
dent A. T . H atch of Suisun presiding. 
T he 
news of the affiliation of Placer 
county was received w ith pleasure, and a n ­ 
nouncem ent was m ade of the organization 
ol a Board of T rade in W oodland for Y olo 
county. 
A com m unication 
from Local A gent 
Shepherd of the Chicago and A lton line 
caused som e debate. H e asked for pam phlets 
and general lilerattire regarding California, 
volunteering to distribute w idely in Illi­ 
nois and M issouri. 
W . H . M ills questioned th e advantage of 
indiscrim inate advertising, and suggested 
that it be ascertained exactly how the pro­ 
posed distribution was to be effected. 
M. M. Estee of N apa agreed w ith Mr. 
M ills, and cited how the N apa circulars, 
w ith pretty pictures upon them , had been 
greedily taken at the M echanics’ F air, yet 
probably not m ore th an one in fifty of these 
hooks had been read. 
Now is the tim e, it 
was suggested, for th e circulation of semi- 
tropical, orange and lem on literature in the 
frigid districts of the East. 
Secretary Davies suggested th at one in ­ 
quiry th a t cam e to him recently w a s: 
“ W here is the best tow n for a w inter resi­ 
dence?" 
T he labor of answ ering such a 
question, it was thought, w ould be consid­ 
erable. 
Mr. Estee offered a resolution authoriz­ 
ing the com pilation by a com m ittee of facts 
and figures regarding paym ent for skilled 
and unskilled labor and chances for em ­ 
ploym ent in the State. 
Mr. M ills spoke 011 this resolution, say­ 
ing th at w ith the grow ing fruit production 
of the State, the labor problem is one of 
the m ost im portant to be solved. 
T here is 
no labor for the ranch better than that of 
the industrious w hite boy. 
W e w ant to 
circulate inform ation th at will tell the 
voting m en in the E ast th e facts regarding 
this State. 
T he speaker detailed a t length 
the difficulty Senator Stanford had en­ 
countered in securing good labor for the 
V ina ranch during this year’s harvest. 
In the discussion th at followed 
Mr. 
H atch said th at so far from there being a 
surplus of labor th at if this vear he had 
had $3,000 m ore labor he w ould have cleared 
$10,000 m ore than be did. 
Mr. Estee said th at lie had found from 
inquiry and experim ent (hat a fam ily in 
California m ay live fully 331 per cent 
cheaper th an in any other State in the 
union. 
Mr. Blowers suggested th at young women 
m ay secure profitable em ploym ent here in 
gathering the fruit harvest as well as 
young m en. 
H e em ployed som e tw enty 
five young w om en th is season in picking 
and packiug grapes. 
The resolution of Mr. Estee was adopted 
and as the C om m ittee on Labor Statistics 
the C hair appointed Messrs. Estee, M ills 
and Camron. 
The question of m aking an exhibition 
in Los A ngeles of U pper California p ro ­ 
ductions, brought up by M r. B artlett, of 
Liverm ore, was discussed. It was said th at 
at this tim e of the year no suitable ex h ib i­ 
tion couid he arranged, so the proposition 
was w’ithdraw n. 
it was decided by resolution to denounce 
generally as frauds ali gilt enterprises of 
the E ast w hich prom ised lots in California 
for nothiug. 
One started in M inneapolis

THE MARKET-PLACE ELECTION. 


The temper of the [leopic of Sacramento 
has been made plainly manifest upon the 
question of removing Chinatown, filling 
the slough and establishing a m arket place. 
Except for a deplorable blunder, the two- 
thirds vote would have been cast. 
There 
were 1,794 votes for and 1,0¡>C votes against 
the tax, or 758 more for than opposed to 
it. 
The sum of the votes on the proposi­ 
tion is 2,830. The law requires the pro­ 
position 
to 
receive 
two-thirds of the 
votes east. 
It has been settled that the 
votes east on the question submitted are 
the only votes to I» considered. The blank 
votes cannot be counted for or against it. 
That is the law, beyond all controversy. 
Two-tliirds of 2,830 is 1,888; the affirma­ 
tive received 1,794, and lienee 94 more 
votes for, would have given the requisite 
two-thirds. 
But many of the electors had not the op­ 
portunity to vote guaranteed them by law ; 
they found the polls closed when they 
should have lieen open, and hundreds 
would have voted at the early and late 
hour , the law prescribes had the polls been 
open. In that ease, the market-place prop­ 
osition would have carried. 
A much-agitated question last spring 
was the extension of the voting hours in 
the interior, a privilege San Francisco has 
long enjoyed. 
By the Act of M arch 15, 
1887, .Section 11(10 of the Political Code 
was amended to read : “ The polls must be 
0[>ened at (1 o’clock on the morning of the 
day of election, and must be kept ojien un­ 
til 7 o’clock on the evening of the same 
day.” 
I n Sacramento the [K ills were opened at 
8 o’clock A. M., two hours late, and an 
hour after laboring men bad gone to their 
work, and closed at 4:4fi r. m., or two 
hours and fourteen minutes earlier than 
the law commands, and from fifteen min­ 
utes to ail hour liefore workingmen could 
leave their tasks. 
This action, shortened the voting period 
by four hours and fourteen minutes. 
It 
makes no sort of difference that the Trus­ 
tees in the notice of the election said “ The 
polls M ill opefi at 8 A . m . and close at sun­ 
set.” 
Voters should not suffer because of 
an official blunder. The election there­ 
fore was not a fair test of the tax question 
and the Trustees, in view of the faets and 
the very emphatic indorsement of the im­ 
provement proposition, vill be justified in 
declaring that there was no vote on the 
m arket question and in ordering a new 
election upon it. T hat election was a dis­ 
tinct one, a special and separate election 
held with another election simply for 
convenience sake. 
' 
The charter gives the T rustees power 
to submit such questions when they wish, 
and they can do so on a separate day if 
they please. 
But when a time for the 
election is fixed, like all others, it must he 
held under the general election laws. T hat 
law fixes the voting hours and no one can 
shorten them. 
If the power existed to 
shear them by four hours and a quarter, 
they could be cut down to one hour, or 
half an hour just as defensiblv. 
If the m arket proposition is again sub­ 
mitted at an early day, and free from the 
entanglement and trading incident to the 
election for city officers, it will be tried 
iq>on its merits and «ill unquestionably 
prevail. 
A very large number of votes 
were traded off against the market propo­ 
sition in the interest of candidates. 
A t a 
new election that will be impossible. 
The 
cost of a new election, with four polls and 
twenty election officers and ten days pub­ 
lished notice, cannot exceed 875. 
In view 
of the vast importance of the question, 
and the danger of throwing it over for an­ 
other year, or of crippling it by involving 
it with the politics of a city or State elec 
tion, it ought tobe retried, especially since 
it failed by but ninety-four votes, with the 
polls open more than four hours less than 
the law requires. 
This question is one in which is in­ 
volved so much upon which the prosperity 
of the city depends th at it must seem to be 
the part of wisdom to give it a fair and 
full trial, and have it determined at an 
election where the law for ojiening and 
closing the [Hills is observed, whether or 
not the slough side of the Chinatown 
nuisance shall be abolished or remain an 
offense and a shame to the city. 
But aside from the propriety of resub­ 
m itting the question, there is good ground 
for holding it to be a duty to do so. 
The 
purjiose of the Trustees and the charter is 
to obtain a full and fair expression of all 
the people desiring to vote upon the ques­ 
tion. 
If so many as two-thirds of those 
voting at this special election—and which, 
as stated, w ^ indejiendent of, nml distinct 
from the election hold for filling offices 
created by the legislature—voted in favor 
of the tax, then it became the duty of the 
Trustees to levy it. 
But there was not 
held, according to the decision of the .Su­ 
preme Court—given in another column— 
such an election as is contemplated by the 
law, because the electors «ere deprived ol 
four hours of voting privilege. 
Therefore, 
the market-place question was not voted 
upon freely and unrestrictedly, and not all 
wishing to vote had the privilege; in 
law 
there 
was 
no 
legal 
election 
upon 
the 
question 
and 
it 
ought 
to 
be resubmitted, 
and 
it 
may 
be, 
since the Trustees have full authority to do 
so. So great a public question should not 
be held to be settled by an election which, 
beyond cavil, is invalid. 
To hold th at it 
was set at rest by partial voting, de­ 
priving 
citizens desiring 
and entitled 
to vote, of their right to do so, is a proposi­ 
tion we do not think the Trustees will 
agree to.

It is 
essential, too, that neither the notice oi election 
nor any other proceedings contravene the pro­ 
visions of the general election law. In this case 
the notice « as to the effect that the polls would 
be open only between the hours of I o’clock i*. 
.M. aud € o'clock p. m , and in point of fact the 
polls were kept open only between those hours, 
and in this lmjiortant nespeet the election as 
held was: not "in conformity with the general 
election Taw," for that requires the polls to be 
open “ Kt one hour alter sunrise-on the morning 
of the-election ” an 1 to be kept open until sun­ 
set. [Political Code, Sec. 1160. | 
Ir. the Sacramento case the notice de­ 
clared th at the election would “ be con­ 
ducted according to the general election 
law.” 
It ad d : “ The polls will be open at 
8 v. m. and close at sundown.” 
This was 
not in conformity with the general law 
and the election was not held according to 
th at law, and was, therefore, not a legal 
election, 
l’roltably the same errors were 
made in Los Angeles, since 
the dis­ 
patches state th at 
the 
polls 
closed 
there at 4:45 o’clock p. M. 
It appears 
to the layman th at in reason, where the 
polls are not oiiened and kept o¡>en as by­ 
law directed, there has bec-n such infringe­ 
ment upon the rights of electors as ought 
to invalidate the election. 
If election offi­ 
cer- can cut short the election peril«1 more 
than four hours, as was done in Sacra­ 
mento and Los Angeles on Monday, what 
is to prevent them from narrowing the 
period still more, or cutting it down to 
even but a few minutes ? There is safetv 
in these matters only in following the 
strict letter of the law, and observing 
every provision of the statutes erected for 
the purpose of hedging about and protect­ 
ing the citizen in the free and unrestricted 
exercise of his right as a sovereign. 


THE SLAVE TRADE. 


The exposures of the Chinese slave 
traffic now being made in San Francisco 
are astounding. 
Documents have 
been 
found upon the slave traders giving in de­ 
tail instructions to the slaves howto testify 
in order to secure their landing in the 
U nited States. 
O ther documents have 
been unearthed showing the price paid for 
the slaves, and still others that are in the 
nature of contracts to serve, but which are 
really compacts of slavery. 
As a sample 
of th e nonchalance with which slavers ply 
their infamous vocation, the following— 
a copy of an order for a slave from a Cali­ 
fornia Chinaman—is interesting : 
To Sui Youl: aud Grandmother: I hope you 
arrived in China safely, and are enjoying good 
health. I now send you by this mail a draft for 
Síki, local currency, through the linn of Chun 
Tuck \\ ing it Co. I send this monev to the care 
of grandmother for you. When you receive 
this money I want you to buy me a nice young 
girl I wunt a nice-looking one. If the money 
is insufficient you please pay the balance for 
me.

The revelations are disgusting, and 
disclose a state of depravity among the

the Federal Government to take such ac­ 
tion, and at once, as will put an effectual 
stop to the slave trade. 


THE MESSAGE. 


The President has submitted liis annual 
message to Congress.

. a spirit medium and “ nia- 
terializer,” has been exposed in Boston 
The account of the event is thus recorded : 
A ¡ocal nen spaper sent to one of her exhibí 
tions a party of ten men and two women, in­ 
structed to retort as to the nature of the phe­ 
nomena brought to their attention. At the per­ 
formance the medium imposed the inevitable 
conditions. It «as required that the forms that 
might emerge from the cabinet should not be 
molested ; that no one should move about the 
room, ami that those in the audience must keep 
their feet hat on the floor. Besides, all muss re­ 
member that if any form should appear it 
could not lie Mrs. Fay herself. .Several forms 
appeared, one after another, and were welcomed 
by trusting persons. At last a m ateriaized 
spirit, apparently a gypsy girl with long and 
loosely flowing hair, wandered boldlv to the 
center of the room and paused befoream em 
ber of the newspaper party. She stretched out 
her hands, and they were promptly and firmly 
seized by the reporter, whose companions at 
the same time ignited a bunch of matches and 
tore down the curtains which had shut out the 
light of the afternoon sun. Everv one could 
then see that the “ spirit form 
was'tliatof Mrs 
Fay, who was struggling in the grasp of lour 
men. Her flowing hair (a "switch ” ) and her 
gauzy robe had been detached in the scrim­ 
mage. The tall gentleman who had presided 
over the mtuilestations was displaying great 
familiarity w ith the vocabulary of profanity be­ 
cause one of the ten newspaper men hail him 
in chancery. 
While the medium and her 
champion were in this pitiable plight the cabi­ 
net was invaded hv tile investigatois. Thev 
iouud in it a female spirit weighing aloiit Mi) 
pounds, who had disguised the medium for the 
par;s in which she had appeared, aud a little 
girl who had appeared to an old gentleman as 
his ‘ daughter Mattie." The master of cere­ 
monies complained that the spirits had been in­ 
sulted, but ite was induced to disgorge the ad­ 
mission fees that had been collected.

offi ano believe what you hear and see,” 
was the invariable rule they met in the 
haunts of the mediums. 
As one of the

And another added th at the mem­ 
bers were incapacitated 
to investigate 
because of their common sense, knowledge 
and want of faith. 
If spiritualism is tru th , it can bear in­ 
vestigation tests, as truth always can. 
If 
it cannot endure th e ordinary proofs re­ 
quisite to the establishment of the truth, 
then it must be esteemed unworthy of 
trust. There Is no escape from this logic 
except through such silly pleas as that put 
up by Dr. Cheesborough. a high priest of 
rapping, w riting and m aterializing spirit­ 
ualism.

It is very singular, very odd, indeed, 
th at whenever a doubter investigates and 
still doubts he is invariably told that the 
diakkas, or the devil or something else 
infernal, has had possession of him and 
stiffened his neck. 
How it comes about 
1 it at these evil influences are more power­ 
ful to thw art and lead astray the inquirer, 
than are pure spirits to guide and aid the 
searcher for truth, no one has yet been 
able to explain.

T h e I ll e g a lity o f th e E le c tio n . 
T here seems to be no substantial division 
o f opinion concerning the legality of the 
election—it is conceded generally, that it 
w as not a legal 
election. 
T he general 
opinion is th at the old school officers will 
hold over, as they are elected to hold “ u n ­ 
til their successors are elected and q uali­ 
fied.” 
The law requires th at th e election 
for school officers be held “ on the first 
M onday in December, 1863, and on the 
sam e day of each two years thereafter.” 
A 
decision of the Suprem e Court will be found 
cited in the editorial colum ns, in w hich it 
is held that a notice prescribing different 
hours for an election from those specified 
by the general election law, is illegal, and 
th at if th e polls are in fact open for a less 
tim e than the general law requires, there is 
no election upon w hich proceedings can 
be based. 
T here is m uch difference of 
opinion expressed as to w hether the failure 
of the election does not create vacancies in 
office, and if so, w hether under the pro­ 
visions of the Political Code, th e Governor 
cannot appoint a S u p erin ten d cn to f Schools. 
B u t this is m ainly conjecture, and there 
does not yet appear to be an y positively 
settled opinion th at th e m atter will reach 
th 2 Governor. 


S treet M atters. 
T he county road leading from th e city 
lim its to th e bridge over th e A m erican 
river is nicely graveled and shaded, and 
w hen th e dust is settled is a fine drive. 
It 
is shaded on both sides by tall trees, and is 
nicely rounded so th at th e surplus w ater 
ru n s off rapidly. 
On this account travel is 
very easy and convenient over this road 
the entire year, and the road-bed does not 
show the effects of the heavy travel th at it 
is subjected to, so well has the work been 
done. 
T his road and Tw elfth street is 
traveled m ore than any other approach to 
th e city. 
B ut Tw elfth street from H street 
to A street is not graveled, and alter a light 
rain is cut up so by team s th at it is alm ost 
im passable at tim es. T he Supervisors have 
under construction a fine bridge, and they 
w ant a road leading thereto th at can stand 
heavy travel all th e year round. 
Should 
Tw elfth street not be im proved, it is under­ 
stood th at the property ow ners on Six­ 
teenth w ill gravel their "street to K , and the 
Supervisors will then construct an approach 
from the bridge to the city line at Sixteenth 
street. 
It w ill be com paratively an in ex ­ 
pensive m atter to gravel either street, as 
the gravel can be hauled on the cars, and 
b u t few team s will be needed to scatter it. 
I t rem ains to see w hich street captures the 
prize.

To the ( jottcrc#-: o'• h e t 'nitcd Stdlct' You «re coil- j 
fronted v.i the threshold of your legislative ¡ 
du ties w ith a condition of the national finances 
v»hit-Q im peratively dem ands im m ediate and 
« i refill consideration. The am ount of money 
an nually received—through the operation oí the 
present la\%*s—from the industries and necessi­ 
ties of the people, largely exceeds the sum 
necessary to m eet the expenses of the Govern­ 
m ent. W hen we consider that the theory of our 
institutions guarantees to every citizen the full 
endow m ent of the fruits of his industry and e n ­ 
terprise, with only such deduction as may be 
his share towards the careful and economical 
m aintenance of the Governm ent which protects 
him . it is plain that the exaction of more than 
thie is indefensible, and a culpable betrayal of 
fairness and justice. This wrong iniiictcd upon 
those who bear the burden of national taxation, 
Like other wrongs, m ultiply a brood of evil con­ 
sequences. The public Treasury, w hich should 
only exist us a conduit conveying the people’s 
tribute to its legitim ate objects of exjienditure, 
becomes a hoarding-place for money need­ 
lessly w ithdraw n from trade and the peo­ 
ple’s use, thus crippling 
our national ener­ 
gies. 
usurping 
our 
country’s 
develop­ 
m ent, preventing investm ent in productive 
enterprises, threatening financial disturbance 
and inviting schemes of public plunder. This 
condition of our Treasury is not altogether new, 
and it has more th an once of late been subm it­ 
ted to the people’s representatives in the Con­ 
gress who alone can supply a remedy. And yet 
the situation still continues, w ith aggravated 
incidents, more than ever presaging financial 
convulsion and widespread disaster. It w ill not 
do to neglect this situation because its dangers 
are not now palpably im m inent and apparent. 
They exist none the less certainly, and the un- 
forseen and unexpected occasion m ay come 
when suddenly they will be precipitated upon 
us. 
On the 30th day of June, 1835, the excess of 
revenue over public expenditures, after com ­ 
plying w ith the annual requirem ent of the 
Finking Fund Act, w as817,850,<35 84; during the 
year ended June 30,1886, such excess am ouuted 
to 8-10,105,545 20, and during the year ended 
June 30,1887, it reached the sum of 855 567,819 5-1. 
The annual contributions to the sinking fund 
during the three years above specified, am ount­ 
ed in the aggregate to 8138,058,820 *.>4t and de­ 
ductions from the surplus, as stated, were m ade 
by c&lliug iu lor th at purpose outstanding 3 per 
cent, bonds of the Government. During the six 
m onths prior to June 30, 1887, the surplus rev­ 
enue had grown so large by repeated accum u­ 
lations, and it was feared the withdraw al of 
this great sum of money, needed by the people, 
would so aifect the business of the country that 
the sum ot 870,864,100 of such surplus was ap­ 
plied to the paym ent of tue principal and inter­ 
est o f the 3 per cent, bonds still outstanding, 
and w hich were then payable at the option of 
the Governm ent 
The precarious condition of 
financial aifairs am ong the people still needing 
relief, immediately after the 30th day o! June, 
1837, the rem ainder of the 3 per cent, l/onds then 
outstanding—am ounting, with principal and 
interest, to the sum oí 818.877,500—were called 
iu and applied to the sinking fund contribution 
for the current fiscal year. 
N otw ithstanding these operation oí the Treas­ 
ury Departm ent, representations oi distress in 
business circles not only continued, but in ­ 
creased, and absolute peril seem ed at hand. 
In 
these circum stances the contribution to the 
sinking fund for the current fiscal year was at 
once completed by the expenditure of 827,681,­ 
283 55 in i lie* purchase of Government bonds not 
yet due, bearing 1 and 1*4 per cent, interest, the 
prem ium thereon averaging about 21 percent, 
lor the iornier and 8 percent, for the latter. 
In 
addition to this the interest account accruing 
during the current year upon the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of the Governm ent was to 
some extent anticipated, and the banks selected 
as depositories ot public money were perm itted 
to som ewhat increase their deposits. 
While the 
expedients thus employed to release to the. peo­ 
ple the money lying in the Treasury served to 
avert im m ediate danger, our surplus revenues 
have continued to accum ulate, tne excess tor 
the present vear am ounting on the 1 st day of 
December to 855,258,871 H». and estim ated to 
reach the sum of 5113,000,600 on the 30th of June 
next, at which date it is expected that this sum, 
added to the prior accum ulations, will swell 
the surplus in the Treasury to SI 10,000.000. 
There seems to be no assurance that, w ith 
such a w ithdraw al from use of the people’s cir­ 
culating medium , our business com m unity may 
not iu tue near future be subjected to the same 
distress which was quite lately produced from 
the same cau se; and while the functions of our 
national Treasury should te lew and simple ; 
and while its bi^st condition would be reached, 
I believe, by its entire disconnection w ith the 
private business interests: yet when, by a per­ 
version of its purposes, it idly holds money use­ 
lessly subtracted from the channels of trade, 
there seems to be reason for the claim s that 
legitim ate m eans should be devised by the 
Governm ent to restore iu an em ergency/w ith­ 
out wa>‘e or extravagance, such money to ils 
people among the people. 
If such an emergency arises there now exists 
no clear andu i.doubted executive power of re­ 
lief. Heretofore the redem ption of the three 
per cents only, which was payable at the option 
of the Government, has alforded a m eans for 
the disbursem ent oi the exec s of our revenues ; 
but these bonds have all been retired, and there 
are no bords outstanding the paym ent oi which 
we have the right to insist upcn. 
The contribution to the sinking fund which 
furnishes the occasion for expenditures in the 
purchase of bonds, has been already m ade lor 
the current year, so there is no outlet in that 
direction, 
lu the present state of legislation 
the only pretense of any existing Executive 
power to restore, at this tim e, any part of our 
surplus revenues to the people by its expendi­ 
tures, consists in the supposition that the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury m ay enter them and pur 
chase the bonds of the Government not yet due 
nt ft rate of prem ium to be agreed upon. The 
only provision of law from which such a power 
could be derived is found in an appropriation 
bill passed a num ber of years ago, and it is sub­ 
ject to the fruppos.tion that it was intended as 
tem porary and lim ited in its application, in­ 
stead of conferring a continuing discretion and 
aut ority. 
No condition ought to exist which 
would justify the giant of power to a single 
official, upon his judgm ent of its necessity, to 
withhold from or release to the business of the 
people in an unusual way money held in the 
Treasury, and thus ailect, at his will, the finan 
eial situation of the country; and if it is deemed 
wise to lodge in the Secretary of the Treasury 
the authority in the present juncture to pur­ 
chase bonds, it should be plainly vested, and 
provided as nir as possible with such checks 
and lim itations as will define his official right 
and discretion, and at the same tim e relieve 
him from undue responsibility in considering 
the question of purchasing bonds as a m eans of 
restoring to circulation the surplus money 
accum ulating in the Treasury. 
It should be 
borne in w ind that prem ium s must of course be 
paid upon such purchase, that there may be a 
large part of these bonds held as investm ents 
w hich cannot be purchased at any price, and 
that com binations among holders who are will­ 
ing to sell, m ay unreasonably enhance the cost 
ot such bonds to the Government. 
It has been suggested that the present bonded 
debt miglit be refunded at a less rate ot interest, 
and the difference between the old and new se­ 
curities paid in cash, thus finding use for the 
surplus in the Treasury. The success of this 
plan, it is apparent, inu-t be founded upon th e 
volition o; tne holder» of the present bonds: and 
it is not entirely certain that the inducem ent 
which must be offered them would result in 
more financial benefit to the Government than 
the purchase of bonds, while the latter proposi­ 
tion would r* duce the principal of the debt bv 
actual paym cut, instead of extending it. The 
proposition to deposit the money held by the 
Government in banks throughout the countrv* 
lor use by the people, is. it seems to me ex ­ 
ceedingly an objectionable principle, as reach­ 
ing too elote a relationship bet ween the opera­ 
tions of the Government to the bostaess of tin* 
country, am i t<x> extensive a commingling of 
their money, thus fostering an unnatural reli­ 
ance iu private business upon public funds, 
if 
this schem e should be adopted, it should only 
be done as a tem porary expedient, tr« meet an 
urgent nectssi y. Legislative and Executive ef­ 
fort should generally be iu the opposite direc­ 
tion aad should have a tendency to divorce—as 
m uck and rs last as can safely be done—the 
Treasury Pepar.m eut from private enterprises. 
Of course, it is not expected that UD:i»ccssary 
and extravagant operations will be mad-- for the 
purpose of avoiding th e accum ulation oi hii ex­ 
cess of revenue. Such expenditure, bes de the 
dem oralis uio u of ail just conceptions of public 
duty which it eutail?, em ulates a reckless im­ 
providence not in the least consistent with the 
mission of our ueople, or the high anti Ix*uefi­ 
cen t pur|K»ses of our Government. 
I have d-.emed it my d u ty thus to bring, fey the 
knowledge of m y couuirym en, as well as to the 
attention iff th eir reprea mtatives, the responsi­ 
bility o f legislative relief and the gravity of our 
financial situation. 
The failure of Congress 
heretofore to provide against the dangers which 
it was quite evident the very nature of the diffi­ 
culty must necessarily produce, caused a condi­ 
tion of fiuanciaMistrcfeS acd apprehension sinoo 
th eir Iasi adjournm ent which taxed to the ut­ 
most all the authority and expedients w ithin 
Executive control : and their' appear now tobe 
exhausted. 
It disaster rest Its irom the con­ 
tinued inaction of Congress, .the responsibility 
m ust rest whore it belongs. 
Though the «Lua&on thus rfor considered is 
fraught w ith danger which should be fully re­ 
alized ; aud though it presents features ot wrong 
to the people, ai weHa* to the countrv, it is but 
a res?ilt growing o u t of a i»erfectly palpable aud 
apparent cause c.ustantí~ reproducing the same 
auitm ing circum stances, a congested national 
Treasury and a depleted m onetary condition of 
the business of the* country. It need hardly l>e 
staled thet. while rh epresen! sitúatioc dem ands 
a rem edy, we can only be saved from t predica­ 
m ent in the future by the removal of Uas cause. 
Our sch» uv* of taxation, by m eans v i which 
this necdl* s< .surplus is takeu from the people 
and put into th e public Treasury. cousisU: o f a 
tariff, or duty, levied upon im putations from 
abroad and internal revenue taxe* levied upon 
the consumption o f tobacco and spirituous a;id 
m alt liquors. It m ust be considered that n<,ne 
oi these taxes th at relafe to things subjected to 
. 
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internal revenue taxation are. strictly speak- 
the same time, to emphasize a 
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mg, necessary, and it so appears to b e no just 
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tariff laws, the various, inequitable and illegal ^ 
source of unnecessary taxation, ought to be aV » 
once revised n od am ended. These laws, as i 
their prim ary and plain effect, raise the price ! 
to consumers of all articles im ported an d sub­ 
jected to duty by precisely the sum pxid for 
such duties. 
Thus the am ount of tfce duty 
m easures the tax paid by those who purchase 
for use these im ported articles. Mapv of these 
things, however. *re raised or m anufactured in 
our own cojmtrv, and the duties now levied 
upon foreign goods and prodnrts are called 
“ protection ' to these hom e m anufacturers be­ 
cause they render it impossible lor those of our 
people who are m anufacture]* to m ake these 
taxed articles and sell them for a price equal 
to that dem anded the im ported gooas that have 
paid cmstoms duty, so it happens that, while 
com paratively few use the im ported articles, 
m illions oi our people who never use and never 
saw any of the foreign products, purchase and 
use things ot the same kind m ade in t^is coun­ 
try. and pay therefore nearly or quite the same 
enhanced price which the duty adds to the im ­ 
ported anieles. Those who buy im ports pay 
the dutv charged thereon to the public Treas­ 
ury, but the great m ajority of our citizens, who 
buy domestic articles of the sam e class, pay a 
sum at least approxim ately equal to this duty 
to the home m anufacturers. 
* 
This reference to the operation of our tariff 
laws is not m ade by way oi instruction, but in 
order that we m ay be constantly rem inded of 
the m anner in which they impose a burden 
upon those who consume dom estic products, as 
well as ihose who consume im ported articles, 
aud thus create a tax upon all our |>eople. It is 
not proposed to entirely relieve the country of 
thi> taxation. It must be extensively continued 
as the source of the Governm ent’s income, and 
in a readjustm ent of our tariff the interests of 
Am erican labor engaged in m anufacture should 
be carefully considered, as well as the preserva­ 
tion of our m anufacturers. It m ay be called 
“ protection,” or by any other nam e, but relief 
from the hardships and dangers of our present 
tariff’ laws should be devised w ith especial pre­ 
caution against im periling the existence of our 
m anufacturing interests. But this existence 
should not m ean a condition which, without re­ 
gard to the public welfare or a national exi­ 
gency, m ust always insure the realization of 
im m ense profits, instead of m oderately profita­ 
ble returns. 
As the volume aud diversity of our national 
activities increase, new recruits are added to 
those who desire a continuation of the advant­ 
ages which they conceive the present system oi' 
tariff' taxation directly affords them. Fo stub­ 
bornly have all efforts to reform the present 
condition been resisted by those of our fellow- 
citizens thus engaged, that they can hardly 
com plain of the suspicion—entertained t« a cer­ 
tain extent -th a t there exists an organized com­ 
bination all along the line to m aintain th eir ad­ 
vantage. We are in the m idst of centennial 
celebrations, and with becoming pride we re­ 
joice in American skill and ingenuity, iu Amer­ 
ican energy and enterprise, and the wonderful 
natural advantages and resources developed by 
a century’s national growth. Yet, when an a t­ 
tem pt is made to justify a schem e w hich per­ 
mits a tax to be levied upon every consum er in 
the land for the benefit of our m anufactures, 
quite beyond a reasonable dem and for govern­ 
m ental regard, it suits the purposes of m anu­ 
facturers iu infant industries si ill needing the 
liishest and greatest degree of favor aud caro 
th at can be w rung for Federal legislation. 
It is also said th at the increase in the price of 
domestic m anufactures resulting from the pies- 
ent tariff’ is neceas>ry in order th at higher 
wages m ay be paid to our workingmen em ­ 
ployed in m anufactures than are paid for what 
is called pauper labor. We all acknowledge the 
force of au argum ent w hich involves the wel­ 
fare and liberal com pensation of our laboring 
people. Our labor is honorable in the eyes of 
every American citizen, end lies at the founda­ 
tion of our developm ent. It is entitled, without 
affectation or hypocrisy, to the utmost regard. 
The standard of our laborers’ lives should not 
be m easured by that of another country less 
favored, and they are entitled to their fulf share 
o f our advantages. 
By the last census it is m ade to appear that of 
the 17,392,099 of our population engaged in all 
kinds of industries. 7,670,403 are em ployed in 
agriculture, 4,074,233 in professional and per­ 
sonal service (2,400,876 of whom are domestic 
servauts and laborers), while 1,810,256 are em ­ 
ployed in trade and transportation, and 3,837,­ 
112 are classed as employed at m anufacturing 
and m ining. For present purposes, however, 
the latter num ber given should be considerably 
reduced. W ithout attem pting to enum erate all, 
it will be conceded that there should be deduct­ 
ed from those which it includes 375,144 carpen­ 
ters mid joiners, 285.170 m illiners, dressmakers 
aud seamstresses, 172,120 blacksm iths, 333,756 
tailors and tailoresses, 107,000 masons, 76.211 
butchers, 11,809 bakers, 22,182 plasterers, and 
4,801 m anufacturing agricultural implements, 
leaving 2,623.089 persons employed in m anufact­ 
uring industries th at are claim ed to be bene­ 
fited by a high tariff'. 
To these the appeal is m ade to save their em ­ 
ployment and m aintain their wages by resisting 
a change. There should be no disposition to 
answer such suggestions by the allegation that 
they are iu a m inority among those who labor, 
an a therefore should forego au advantage—in 
ihe interest of low prices—for the m ajority. 
Their compensation, as it m ay be affected by 
the operations of tariff laws, should at ali times 
be scrupulously kept iu view; and yet, w ith 
slight reflection, they will not overlook the fact 
that they are consum ers with the rest: that they, 
too, have their own wants and tho3e of their 
families to supply from their earnings, and that 
the prices of the necessaries of life—as well as 
the am ount of those wants—wi’l regulate the 
m easure of their welfare and comfort. But the 
reduction of taxation dem anded should be so 
m easured as not to necessitate or justify either 
the loss of em ploym ent by the workingman, 
nor the lessening of his wages; and the profits 
stir, rem aining to the m anufacturer, after a 
necessary readjustm ent, should furnish no ex ­ 
cuse for their sacrifice of the interests of his 
employers, in either their opportunity to work 
or the dim inution of their compensation. Nor 
can the worker in m anufactures understand 
that, while a high tariff' is claim ed to be neces­ 
sary to allow paym ent of rem unerative wages, 
it certainly results in a very large increase in 
the price oi nearly all sorts of m anufact­ 
ures, which, in alm ost countless forms, he 
needs 
for 
the 
use 
of 
him self 
aud his 
family. 
He receives at the desk oi liiscniploycr 
his wages, aud p :haps before he reaches his 
hom e is obliged, in the p u rch iw lor fam ily use 
ot an article w hich em braces his own labor, to 
return iu the paym ent of the increasing price 
which the tariff’ p irmiís, the Iiard-eam ed com­ 
pensation of m any daysof toil. The farm er and 
the agriculturist, who m anufacture nothing, but 
who pay the increased juice which the tariff 
imposes upon every agricultural im plem ent, 
upon all lie wears and upon all he uses and 
ow ns—except the increase of his fi«cks and 
herds and such things as his husbandry pro­ 
duces irom the soil—is invited to i:i 3 in m ain­ 
taining th - piv'sent situation. 
Mind, ho is told 
that a high duty on im ported wool is necessary 
for the benefit of those who have sheep to shear, 
in order th at the price of their wool m ay be in 
creased. I hey, oi course, are not rem inded that 
the farm er v. ho has no sheep is by this scheme 
obliged, in li is purchase of clothing and woolen 
good-*, to pay a tribute to his fellow-former, as 
we 1 as to the m anufacturer and m erchant; nor 
is any m ention m ade of the fact th a t the sheep- 
owners them selves aud their households must 
wear clothing aud use other articles m anufact­ 
ured from the wool they sell et tariff’ prices, 
and thus, as consumers, must return their share 
of this increased price to the tradesm en. 
I think it m ay fairly be assumed that a large 
proportion of the sheep owned by the farmers 
throughout the country are found in sm all 
fiocka num bering from twenty-five to fifty. I he 
duty on the grade of im ported wool which these 
sheep yield, is ten cents for cuch pound—if of 
the value <>f tlnr y c< nts or less—and twelve 
cents if of the value of more than thirty cents. 
If the liberal estim ate of six pounds be allowed 
for each fleece, the duty thereon won d be 
sixty or seventy -two cents, and tin's may be 
taken as the utm ost enhancem ent of its price to 
tlu* fanner by reason of this duty. 
Eighteen 
dollars would thus represent the increased price 
of wool from twenty-five sheep, and thirty-six 
dollars that from the wool of fifty sheep, and at 
present values this addition would ai i ont to 
about one-third its price, if. on its sab*, .he 
form er receive* this or a less tar: If profit, ;ho 
wool 
leaves his bauds charged 
precisely 
w ith that sum. which in ail its changes wdl ad­ 
here to it until it reaches tlm consumer. 
When 
m anufactured into cloth and other goods and 
m aterial for use. its cost is not only increased .to 
the extent of the* former’s tariff’ profi», Lu: a 
further Fum has been added for the bencff: of 
the m anufacturer under the operation of the 
tariff laws. 
in the m eantim e the day arrives w hen the 
form er finds it ne; css.iry to purchase woolen 
goods and m aterial to clothe him seli and fam ­ 
ily for the winter. When lie faces the trades­ 
man for th at purpose, he discovers that he*is 
obliged not culy t- return, in the way of in­ 
creased price?, his tariff profit o i the wool he 
sold—and which then perhaps ljts before him 
in a m anufactured form —but that he m ust add 
a considerable sum thereto to meet a further in­ 
crease in cost caused by a tariff du y o n the 
m anufacture. Thus in the eml be is aroused to 
the fact th a t he lias paid upon a m oderate pur­ 
chase, as a result of the tariff schem e iwnich 
w hen be sold his wool s cm ed so profitable), an 
increase in price more than sufficient to sweep 
away all the tariff profit he received upon the 
the wool he produced and sold. 
When the num ber of farm ers engaged in 
wool-raising is com pared w ith all the farm ers 
in the country, and the snuill proportion they 
bear to our im putation is considered ; when it 
is m ade apparent that, in the case of a large 
part oi those who own sheep, the benefit of the 
present tariff on wool is illusory; and above all, 
when it m ust he conceded i hat the increase of 
the c o t of living caused by such tariff becomes 
a burden upou those w ith moderate m eans, and 
the poor, the employed and unem ployed, the 
sick and well, aud the young and old ; and that 
it constitutes a tax w hich, with relentless 
grasp, is las toned upon the clothing of every 
m an, woman and child in the land— reasons arc 
suggested why the removal or reduction of this 
duty should be included in a revision of our 
tariff laws. 
In .«peal icg of the increased cost to the con 
sum er of our home m anufactures, resulting 
from a dutv Laid upon im ported articles of the 
same description, tne fae: m not overlooked that 
com petition among our domestic producers 
sometimes has the effect of keeping the price of 
our products below the highest lim it allow ed bv 
Mich duty 
But it is notorious that this com peti­ 
tion is too often strangled by com binations quite 
prevalent at this time, aud frequently called 
“ trusts, * which have fortheirobjectthe regula­ 
tion of the supply and j.ricc of commodities 


*r_*corded. Nor can the presentation m ade of 
such consideration be. With any degree of fair­ 
ness, regarded as evidence of unfriendliness 
toward our m auufacturing interests, or of any 
lack of appreciation of their value and im port­ 
ance. These interests constitute a leading and 
most substantial elem ent of our dational great­ 
ness, and furnish the proof of our country’s pro­ 
gress and if, in the emergency that presses upon 
us, our m anufacturers are asked to surrender 
som ething for the public good and to avert disas­ 
ter, their patriotism -as well as a grateful recogni­ 
tion of advantages already afforded—should 
lead them to be willing to co-operate. No de­ 
m and is m ade that they shall iorego all the ben­ 
efits o f governm ental regard, but they cannot 
wait to be adm onished of their duty—as well as 
their enlightened self-interest and safety—when 
they are rem inded of the fact that financial 
panic and collapse, to w hich the present condi­ 
tion tends, afford no greater shelter or protection 
to our m anufacturers than to onr other imj>ort- 
ant cnterprieses. 
The opportunity for a safe, careful and delib­ 
erate reform is now offered, and none of us 
should be unm indful of a tim e when au abused 
and irritated people—heedless of those who 
have resisted tim ely and reasonable relief—may 
insist upon a radical and sweeping rectification 
ot their wrongs. The difficulty attending a wise 
and fair revision ol' our tariff laws is not under­ 
estim ated. It will require on the part of < 'on- 
gress great labor aud care, and especially a 
broad and national contem plation of the sub­ 
ject, and a patriotic disregard of such local and 
selfish claim s as are unreasonable aud reckless 
ol the welfare of the entire country. 
Under our present laws more than four thou­ 
sand articles are subject to duty. Many of these 
do not, iu any way, compete with our own m an­ 
ufactures. and m any are hardly worth attention 
as subjects of revenue. A considerable reduc­ 
tion can be m ade in the aggregate by adding 
them to the free 
list. 
The taxation 
of 
luxuries presents no features of hardship, 
but the necessaries of life used and consumed 
by all the people, the duty uj>on which adds to 
the cost of l.ving iu every home, should be 
greatly cheapened. 
The radical reduction of 
the duties imjK>sed upon raw m aterial used in 
m anufactures, or its free importation, is of 
course au im portant factor in any effort to re­ 
duce the price of these necessaries. It would 
not only relieve them from the increased cost 
caused by the tariff’ on such m aterial, but the 
m anufactured product, being thus cheapened, 
that part of the tariff’ now laid upon such pro­ 
duct—as a compensatiou to our m anufacturers 
for the present price ol raw m aterial—could be 
accordingly modified. Such reduction, or free 
im portation would serve besides to largely re­ 
duce the revenue. 
It is not apparent hew such 
a change can have any injurious effect uj>on our 
m anufacturers. On the contrary, it would ap­ 
pear to give them a better chance in foreign 
m arkets with the m anufacturers of other coun­ 
tries, who cheapen their wares by free m aterial. 
Thus our people m ight have the opportunity of 
extending their sales 
beyond the lim its of 
home consum ption, saving them from the de­ 
pression, interruption in business, aud 
loss 
caused by a glutted domestic m arket, aud 
affording their employes 
more certain and 
steady labor, w ith its resulting quiet and con­ 
tentm ent. 
The question thus im peratively presented for 
solution should be approached in a spirit higher 
than j>artisanship, aud considered iu the light 
of that regard for patriotic duty which should 
characterize the action of those intrusted with 
the weal of a confiding people. But the obliga­ 
tion to a declared party policy and principle is 
not w anting to urge prompt aud effective ac­ 
tion. 
Both of the great political parties now 
represented in the Government have, be repeat­ 
ed aud authoritative declarations, condem ned 
the condition of our laws, which perm it the 
collection from the people oi unnecessary reve­ 
nue, and have, iu the most solemn m anner, 
promised us a correction. And neither, as citi­ 
zens or partisans, are our countrym en in a mood 
to condone th e deliberate violation of these 
pledges. Our progress toward a wise conclusion 
will not be improved by dw elling upon the theo­ 
ries of protection and free trade. This favors 
too m uch of bandying epithets. It is a condi 
tiou w hich confronts us—not a theory. Relief 
from this condition m ay involve a slight reduc 
lion of the advantages which we aw ard our 
home productions, but the entire withdraw al of 
such advantages should not be contem plated. 
The question of free trade is absolutely irrele­ 
vant, and the persistent claim made in certain 
quarters that all efforts to relieve the people 
from unjust aud 
unnecessary taxation are 
schemes of so-called free-traders, is mischievous 
and O r removed from any consideration for the 
public good. The sim ple and plain duty which 
we owe the people is 10 reduce the taxation to 
the necc sary expenses <»f an econom ical ojm:ra­ 
tion of the Government, and to restore to the 
business of the country-the money which we 
hold in the Treasury, through the perversion of 
governm ental powers. 
These things can and should be done with 
safety to all our industries, w ithout danger to 
the opportunity for rem unerative labor, which 
our workingmen need, and with benefit to them 
and all our people, by cheapening their m eans 
of subsistence and increasing the m easure of 
their comforts. 
THE CONDITION OF THE COUNTRY. 
The Constitution provides that the Presiden1 
shall, from tim e to time, give to the Congress 
inform ation of the state of the Union. It has 
been the custom of the Executive, in com pli­ 
ance with this provision, to annually exhibit to 
the Congress, at the opening of its session, the 
general coudition of the country, and to detail 
w ith some particularity the operations of the 
different executive departm ents. It would be 
especially agreeable to follow this course at the 
present time, and to call attentiou to the valua­ 
ble accom plishm ents of these departm ents du r­ 
ing the last fiscal year: but I am 10 m uch im- 
pre sed with the param ount im portance of the 
subject to which this com m unication has thus 
far oeen devoted, tlm t I shall forego the addi­ 
tion of any other topic, aud only urge upon your 
im m ediate consideration the state of the Union 
—as shown in the present condition of our 
Treasury and our general fiscal situation—upon 
which every elem ent of our safety and pros­ 
perity depends. 
The reports ot the heads of the departm ents, 
which wiil be subm itted, contain lull and ex­ 
plicit »uformation touching the transactions of 
the business intrusted to them , and Mich recom­ 
m endations relating to legislation in the public 
interest as they deem advisable. I ask for these 
reports and recom m endations, the deliberate 
exam ination 
and action of 
the legislative 
branch of the Government. 
There are oilier 
subject not em braced in th e departm ental rc- 
ports dem anding legislative considera'ion. and 
w hich I would be glad to subm it. Fome of 
them , however, have been earnestly presented 
in previous messages, and as to them I beg 
leave to repeat pri. r recom m endations. A s the 
law m akes no provisions for any report from 
the D epartm ent of State, a brief history of the 
transactions oi that im portant departm ent, to­ 
gether with other m utters which it may here­ 
after be deem ed essential to commend to the 
attention of the Congress, m ay furnish the occa­ 
sion for a future com m unication.
